called to Washington had come to an end. 


The president's decision not to attempt to keep the 


conference in session was expressed to the employers group 
and the public group by Franklin K. Lane, chairman of the 
ill-fated conference. 


Chairman Lane said it was the president's wish that 


the public group remain in session and prepare a statement 
for him in regard to the industrial situation in the United 
States. 


The employers' group who had offered to remain in 


the conference as long as the president desired were told by 
jthe chairman that the president appreciated their courtesy, 


j but that with labor absent from the conference, the nature 
*of the conference had changed.

"This conference, was called to attempt to adjust the 


I relations between capital and labor," said Chairman Lane. 


I ;(As it has peen revealed that capital and labor have not 


j been able to agree on this conference, I must declare the 
conf erenie adjourned. "

Several Paved Streets Would 


At First Be Affected By 
Proposed Change 


Ultimately, However Beauty 


Of City Would Be Greatly 
Enhanced 


Larger pities Have Long 
Compelled Utilities to Use 
Streets and Alleys 


The Coshocton Telephone Com- 
pany is preparing to submit to the 
city council at Its next meeting 
Monday night a request for per- 
mission to lay its telephone wires 
underneath the city streets, doing 
away with the poles 
and 
over- 


head wires. 
The necessary ordi- 


nance 
has 
been 
prepared 
to 


amend the original franchise and 
the matter is to come before the 
street committee of the council 
Monday night and the ordinance 
w'il be submitted to City Solici- 
tor Klein for its r.pproval as to its 
legal phraseology. 
It Is understood that the ordinance 


provides for laying wires from 
the 


company's headquarters on Main-st to 
Slxth-at; south on Sixth-st to Walnut- 
fit; east on Walnut-st to South Lawn- 
av; and south on Smith Lawn-av a 
fiir;t.'Ln!'« of about oight.y feet. 
Tho 


idea is to extend the underground sys- 
tem Jatcr. 


While the proposed change would 


mean the tearing 
up of the 
paved 


streets, it is believed that eventually 
It would greatly improve the appear- 
ance of the Htreots as the poles and 
wires overhead are generally looked 
upon as ;i nuisance. The idea of com- 
pelling the public service companies 
to put t.holr wires 
underneath 
the 


streels and alleys haw long been ad- 
vocatcd in Coshocton and in most of 
tho larger cities this is compulsory. 
So far as possible it. would no doubt 
be much better to have the wires laid 
underneath the alleys. 


The original franchise was granted 


about thirty years ago. The Coshoc- 
ton Telephone company inherited the 
franchises granted to the Bell com- 
pany and the Citizens company, which 
were consolidated over two years ago. 
The'company purchased the 
Sayer 


property at tho corner of Sixth and 
Walnut-fits a year ago last spring and 
It. is understood 
that 
a telephone 


building will be erected on the site 
at some future date. .
